WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 2.—[By the Associated 
Press.J—The unit of German shock 
troops which attacked the American 
position at Seicheprey, April 20, is 
known to have suffered more severely 
than it was at first believed. 

Information has been received from 
a German prisoner who was brought in 
by one of the American patrols. He 
was a Red Cross man who assisted in 
the removal of the wounded and the 
burial of the dead after the engagement 
and told the American intelligence offi- 
cers that the German force was cut 
to pieces, about four-fifths of its 1,500 
effectives being killed or wounded. 

_In view of the fact that the prisoner 
gave other information of a definite 
intelligence officers 
seemed to believe his statements rela- 
tive to the German casualties. 

_ Aside from subnormal artillery activ- 
ity the American sector has been ex- 
tremely quiet during the last thirty- 
six hours. The Germans, however, are 
doing much work behind their lines 
and it is expected that fighting will be 
resumed at any time. .

In his memoirs 
published last week, Prince Lichnowsky, who was 
German ambassador to Great Britain at the outbreak 
of the war, speaks kindly of Sir Edward Grey, Brit- 
ish foreign minister, whom he records as “ a pacifist.” 
He speaks with equal kindness of Asquith, then the 
premier, who was also a pacifist. When war was 
finally declared the ex-ambassador says of his last

Extry! “Lonny” Wilson is dead! 
He was the oldest newspaper vendor 
in the city. For nearly half a century 
he had a stand in front of The Tribune 
building. His was a familiar fi 


huge bushy beard. He practically re- 
tired a few months ago with a com- 
petency. 

Long before the Chicagé fire “Lonny” 
had a news stand in front of the old 
Matteson house, which stood on the 
present site of the Woods theater at 
Randolph and Dearborn streets. He 
was selling papers the night of the 


driven away by the advancing flames 
that swept the entire downtown dis- 
trict. 


Baptismal Name “John.” 
Although he was known to every- 
body as “Lonny” his baptismal name 
was John. When he first came down- 
town to sell papers he was given the 
nickname of “Lonny,” which clung 
to him ever afterward. 

Three weeks ago “ Lonny” was re 
moved from the home of his brother, 
Frank Wilson, 1548 Washburn avenue, 
to a hospital, where he died late 
Wednesday night. He was a bachelor. 
Christens Hinky Dink. |

fifty years ago, was a stanch friend 
of Wilson. He said: |

“TI was only a kid at the time of the 
fire; but an old fashioned kid. One 
day Lonny Wilson came to me and 
tipped me off a lunchroom for sale. It 
was the Little Matteson built on the 
ruins of the Matteson hotel.
